20 narrow-band services and to broad-band services. It

will in practice be a telephonic and teledata 
installation connected to the telephone network 
comprising one or more narrow-band terminals such as 
the telephone handsets, faxes, answering machines, 

25 modems or any other type of analogue or digital 
equipment (ISDN) and one or more broad-band terminals 
based on DSL or HomePNA technology. 

Hereinafter the narrow-band terminals will be 
referred to by the abbreviation NET and broad-band 

30 tisrminals by the abbreviation BBT. 

Broad-band service means any service transmitted 
in a spectral band situated above narrow-band services
